Questions and Answers 
on the 
FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 
Every Individual and Partnership Operating in 
California Under a Trade Name Should Read 
This Carefully 
1. Ques. What is a Fictitious Firm name? 
Ans. Any name which does not completely and 
clearly identify the owner or owners. 
2. Ques. Why should an individual or partnership do­ 
ing business under a Fictitious Name file and pub­ 
lish a Certificate? 
Ans. 1. The law is specific and mandatory. Busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law. 2. No Court action of any sort can be main­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 
3. Ques. Is the name J. B. Smith Company” a fictitious 
name? 
Ans. Yes. Because the term “company” is ambigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 
4. Ques. How can customer find if he has filed and pub­ 
lished his certificate of business? 
Ans. Simply by checking with the Corporation de­ 
partment in your county clerk's office. 
5. Ques. What does Section 2468 of the Civil Code mean 
by the wording that no person or partnership fail­ 
ing to comply "shall maintain any action upon, or 
on account of, any contract or contracts made or 
transactions had,” under such fictitious name in 
any Court of this State? 
Ans. Simply that the person or partnership cannot 
sue. 
6. Ques. Does this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
Ans. There are many grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery may wish to sue a 
trucking company for damage to shipments. 
7. Ques. In case of a change in ownership, must the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name” must file and 
publish. 
8. Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
must a new certificate be filed and published. 
Ans. Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that 
“On every change in the members of a partner­ 
ship transacting business in this State under a fic­ 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be filed 
with the County Clerk and a new publication 
made.” 
9. Ques. Must a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns 
and operates some other business under a fic­ 
titious firm name. In such event it must file and 
publish, otherwise not. 
10. Ques. Do public authorities demand compliance 
with the fictitious firm law? 
Ans. Yes. For instance, the California State De­ 
partment of Vocational Standards will not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 
11. Ques. May a person or persons engaged in more 
than one business under fictitious name meet the 
publication requirements by filing and printing 
onlv one certificate? 
Ans. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled: 
“We incline to the opinion that the provision of 
said section contemplate a certificate to be filed 
and published for EACH fictitious name under, 
which a business is transacted.” 
12. Ques. Does the filing and publication of a Trader 
Name Certificate have value in establishing own-| 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and 
publication to be a prima facia evidence of name 
ownership where two claimants to a name have 
contested ownership. 
13. Ques. How may a Certificate be prepared, filled out 
and published? 
Ans. See your lawyer, bank, local newspaper or the 
County Clerk. 
14. Ques. What will it cost? 
Ans. The statutory one dollar County Clerk fee for 
filing plus the publisher’s rate for four weekly 
insertions of the advertisement, amounting to 
about $15. 
15. Ques. Where may filing service be obtained. 
Ans. Complete service is given FREE by Los Angeles 
Newspaper Service Bureau, Inc., 132 West First 
St. Write them for further information or free 
forms and printed instructions at that address 
or Phone MA 2541. 
THE LAW 
(Civil Code Sections 2466, 2468. 2469) 
2466—Every person transacting business in this state under 
a fictitious nam e and every partnership transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name, or a designation not showing 
the nam es of the persons interested as partners in such busi­ 
ness, m ust file w ith the clerk of the county in which his or its 
principal place of business is situated, a certificate, stating the 
name in full and the place of residence of such person and 
slating the nam es in full of all the members of such partner­ 
ship and their places of residence. Such certificate m ust be 
published in a legal newspaper in the county, if there be one, 
and if there be none in such county, then in a newspaper in an 
adjoining county. An affidavit showing the publication of such 
certificate shall be filed with the county clerk within thirty day* 
after the completion of such publication. 1923-238. 
2468—The certificate filed w ith the clerk as provided in sec­ 
tion twenty-four hundred and sixty-six m ust be signed by the 
person therein referred to. or by the partners, as the case m ay 
be and acknowledged before some officer, authorized to take the 
acknowledgement of conveyance of real property. Where a busi­ 
ness is hereafter commenced by a person under a fictitious nam e 
or a partnership is hereafter formed, the certificate must be filed 
and the publication designated in that section must be made 
within one month, after the commencement of such business or 
after the formation of the partnership, or w ithin one month from 
the tim e designated in the agreement of its members for the 
commencement of the partnership. Where the business has been 
heretofore conducted under a fictitious nam e or where the partner­ 
ship has been heretofore formed, the certificate m ust be filed and 
the publication m ade within six months after the passage of this 
act. No person doing business under a fictitious name, or his 
assignee, or assignees, nor any person doing business as partners 
contrary to the provisions of this article, or their assignee or 
assignees, shall m aintain any action upon or on account of any 
contract or contracts made, or transactions had, under such fic­ 
titious name, or in their partnership name, in any court of this 
state until the certificate has been filed and the publication has 
been m ade as herein required. 1911-441. 
2469—On every change in the members of a partnership trans­ 
acting business in Ihis state under a fictitious name, or a desig­ 
nation which does not show the nam es of the persons interested 
as partners in its business, except in cases mentioned in sections 
twenty-four hundred and sixty-seven, a new eertificale m ust be 
filed w ith the County Clerk, and a new publication, made as 
required by this article on the formation of such partnership.

Babbage 
Monday introduced a measure in 
the state legislature asking es­ 
tablishm ent of a third superior 
court. The samp day, a request 
was filed with county supervi­ 
sors by the County Bar Associa­ 
tion asking for a fourth depart­ 
ment. 


BAR ASSOCIATION spokesmen 
told 
the supervisors that 
one 
more court department would not 
fill the need. 
The supervisors took no action 
for the time being on the Bar As 
sociation’s recommendation and 
postponed 
an answer to Bah 
hage’s letter to them asking what 
they thought of his introducing 
the bill for one more court d e­ 
partment. 
Babbage's 
action 
in 
Sacra 
m rnto Monday apparently came 
without knowledge that a fourth 
court department is under con­ 
sideration here hut the Bar As­ 
sociation said he could still in ­ 
troduce 
another 
bill 
for 
the 
fourth department. 


WILLIAM SHAW, Riverside a t­ 
torney, told supervisors that the 
Bar Association is recommending 
that one of the additional court 
departments he a branch depart­ 
m ent to sit at Indio and serve 
the Coachella Valley. 
If only one court is granted. 
Shaw said, the association would 
recommend that it be kept at 
Riverside. 
"It is almost impossible to get 
a civil case lo Irial these days. 
One more department isn't going 
to take care of the situation by 
any means," he said. 
INDIO'S Municipal Judge W al­ 
lace Rouse had plenty of figures 
on why a court is needed at In­ 
dio. 
People travel hundreds of miles 
from 
the eastern 
end of the 
County to Riverside courts only 
to find that their trip has heen 
useless when they get here, and 
it’s getting progressively worse, 
he said. 
"It is a literal denial of ju s­ 
tice. Witnesses and litigants die 
or move away.” 
Los Angeles county, he said, 
has branch superior court de­ 
partm ents within 10 or 12 miles 
of each other. 
Judge Rouse said the Indio 
city council had agreed to fur­ 
nish space for a courtroom and 
an office for a clerk. 
“If we have a court out there, 
we will he paying our own hill 
and helping pay for another one 
up here," he said. 
SUPERVISOR Chairman Floyd 


Gilmore asked him how he fig­ 
ured that. 
"We have a third of the Coun­ 
ty's assessed valuation lying be­ 
tween Palm Springs and Blythe,” 
he said. 
Supervisor William Slape ask­ 
ed him if he'd conferred with 
taxpayers who would have to 
support a court in the Coachella 
Valley, 
Judge Rouse said he had and 


he had found no opposition at all. 
Supervisor Jam es I. Easley of 
Palm Springs was openly favor­ 
able to the Bar Association’s rec­ 
ommendation. 
“Depriving people of justice is 
a strong point,” he said.
